Americans and the French continued their teriflic offensive 


against the German Ones on a 100-mile front today. 
They smash- 


ed forward—at some points rapidly—on a comparatively small 
sector near Chateau-Thierry where heavy forces of German shock 
slowed the advance.

Americans penetrated the German lines north of Bezu-St. 


German, 5 miles northeast of Chateau-Thierry, late dispatches 
fcom Fred S. Ferguson said. The American advance north of 
the Marne has been at the rate of one-half a mile an hour. At 
Crisolles the Americans repulsed heavy counter attacks. Late 
dispatches confirmed early reports that the enemy had established 
a defense line on the Ourcq river. His present object is to carry 
out this maneuver with as little loss to himself as possible.. .The
